CROPS, “AS USUAL" 

Crop reports for central and northern 
Alberta make pleasant reading these days. 
In this section of the west crops are 
uniformly good, not good only in compari- 


s0n with other sections, but* good in 
comparison with other years here and 
elsewhere. Warm showers at frequent 
intervals and moderately warm weather 
have been and are providing growing 


conditions of made-to-order quality 

With due aliowance for hail, wind, and 
other factors which exact a discount ever) 
vear in some localities, the outlook here 
is for a satisfactory yield of all kinds of 
grain and vegetables. Pasture is good, 
the feed crop heavy, and the present and 
future of the stock branch is in keeping. 
Mid-July seldom if ever found conditions 
more favorable or the outlook better, so 
far as the weather has to do with farming 
and the welfare of the farming population 


KEEP THE MONEY HERE 


The Industrial Association is making 
a timely appeal to residents of the city 
and to public institutions to give a prefer 
ence in their buying to Edmonton firms 
and in the case of commodities not pro- 
duced in the city, to firms located else- 
where in Alberta. 

The reasonableness of this 
mendation is particularly evident at the 
present time. The business conditions as 


recom- 


they exist in one’s own community are 
those which directly affect his own for- 
tunes and properly demand his first 


attention. And upon these local conditions 
the people of a community can exert a 
helpful and very appreciable influence by 
doing their buying at home so far as that 
is practicable. 

The proceeds secured from products 
which are exported from the Edmonton 
district, and from Alberta generally, are 
at present unusually small. The prices of 
grain and other farm products are down, 
which means that less money comes into 
the province for a carload of these shipped 
out. As there is a reduced volume of 
money with which to do business, the 
reasons are more than ordinarily strong 
why it should be kept circulating in 
Edmonton and Alberta channels, and as 
little as possible sent away to distant 
points. 

The more the home buying that is done 
now the less unemployment there will be 
in Edmonton and Alberta, the fewer 
families in this city and province will be 
without income, and the less demand there 
will be for municipalities and governments 
to spend money in giving relief or pro- 
viding relief work. 


GOVERNMENT FLOUR 

The Dominion Government is to buy 
2,000,000 bushels of wheat and it 
ground into flour, which will be sold to 
municipalities at cost for distribution to 
needy families. The bran and shorts will 
be disposed of in like manner in districts 
Where drought conditions leave farmers 
without feed for their stock. 

The object, of course, is to make flour 
and feed available at minimum prices for 
relief purposes. The profits of whole- 
salers and retailers will be eliminated, and 
the millers may also make a concession in 
their charges for grinding the grain, in 
view of the purpose. The railways, 
always prompt to assist in relief work, 
will doubtless do the distributing at re- 
duced rates. 

This departure is a direct invasion of 
the field of business, from which it is 
desirable ordinarily that governments 
keep clear. If the municipalities were not 
supplied with these requirements in this 
way they would bes obliged to buy them 
through the ordinary channels, Merchants 
will thus lose a corresponding volume of 
trade, and the profits they would make 
on it. 

But the circumstances are wholly 
unusual, and demand unusual methods if 
they are to be adequately met The 
municipalities have been hard hit by the 
drain put upon their resources to supply 
relief during the past year, and the end 
is not in sight. The situation does not 
admit of a too strict adherence to ordinary 
procedure. This reduction in the cost of 
extending relief will mean that more relief 
can be extended; and the prospect is that 
there will be a demand or all the 
the municipalities can afford to give.

TIEKING UP THE WORKS

that, when the Trans-Canada highway 
scheme is launched, each provinee should 
be given credit for any stretch of highway 
it has already built at its own expense and 
which becomes a link in the national 
trunk roadway system. To that credit 
the various provinces are plainly entitled, 
and there is no reason to suppose that it 
will be denied to them. 

What cannot be understood is why 
the Dominion Government has not made 
clear long ago that the provinces will be 
treated on that basis. Had that been done 
the provincial governments could have 
proceeded this year with much larger 
east-and-west highway building programs 
than they are carrying out, counting on 
the Dominion recouping them for a sub- 
Stantial proportion of the cost. In that 
way some thousands of men, scattered 
from one coast to the other, would have 
been provided with remunerative work of 
permanent value to the country. 

Premier Brownlee says he has not been 
able to get any such assurance from 
Ottawa, though he has sought for it. As 
a consequence Alberta is doing only the 
amount of highway construction that the 
province alone can afford. The other 
provinces, it is to be assumed, have also 
kept their building programs down to the 
amourts that the provincial revenues 
would permit. For that they are not to 
be blamed. The provincial governments 
could not with any sense of responsibility 
plunge into additional heavy expenditure 


in expectation that the Dominion would 
eventually share the cost but with no 
promise that it would do so 

Mr. Bennett pledged himself to the 


construction of a Trans-Canada highway 
long before there was any talk of serious 
or widespread unemployment. He repeated 
that pledge from a hundred platforms in 
the election campaign a year ago. That 


he intends to ignore these undertakings 
and pigeon-hole the project cannot be 
believed. But-why the hesitance about 


telling the provinces to go ahead and build 
links in the system and depend upon the 
Dominion footing its proper share of the 


bill? The thing is inexplicable.

Question: Mrs. J. R. asks: “Will) 

you please tell me something about the 

ultra-violet ray and the benefits to! 
be derived from the treatments?” 

Answer: The ultra-violet ray, known 


by various nmames as actinic ray, 
quartz light, alpine light, Kromyre 
lamp, mercury-quartz, is a type of 


light which tans the skin and in- 
creases the body's ability to absorb 
calcium and to metabolize fat. It is 
very useful in such deficiency diseases 
as anemia and tuberculosis. It can 
also be used to destroy tissues and is 
frequently used to remove skin blem- 
ishes. It is also helpful in certain 
throat conditions, This ray is present 
in sunlight, but will not penetrate 
glass. It may cause blindness if 
allowed to shine directly into the eyes, 
and for this reason both doctor and 
patient use special glasses when treat- 
ing with this ray. Special carbons 
may be used in carbon are lambs to 
generate this ray.
